3. BURNS THEN DETAILS AS "THINGS WORKING FOR WHITLAM 
GOVERNMENT": FACT THAT UNEMPLOYMENT HAS BEGUN TO FALL; 

HOUSING LOANS ARE BOOMING; BANK DEPOSITS ARE AT RECORD LEVEL; 
PUBLIC CONIDENCE, IN TERMS OF DECLARED OPTIMISM IN FUTURE 

OF ECONOMY, IS RISING. COLUMNIST THE NOTES THAT 
"CONSERVATIVE ECONOMISTS ARE BEGINNING TO BELIEVE IN POSSIBILITY 
OF 10 PER CENT GROWTH RATE DURING YEAR"; ALSO. "BUSINESSMEN 
ARE BEGINNING TO PREDICT THAT THIRD QUARTER WILL BE BETTER
